On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Cqmﬁis~
sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the ngg>decisipﬁ;
that she was an American national at the requisite timés; that shé has bee:
the owner of 100 shaves of stock in the Cia. Azucarera:Atlantica del Golfo
since prior to August 6, 1960; and that she suffercd a loss invthe
amount of $ 3,405.60 within the méaning of Title V of the Act. Further,

The Commission is required to certify its
findings to the Secretary of State for possible use in future negotiations
with the Govermment of Cuba.
